SIGNUP FOR ‘62 
FEED GRAIN 
PROGRAM NEARS 


During the next few months, 
grain farmers will be urged to 
“continue to do in ‘62 what 
you've begun in ’61,” according 
to John W. Haynes, Office Man- 
ager of the Hancock Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
County Committee. The reference 
is to the 1961 feed grain pro- 
gram, which program workers 
hope to duplicate this year. The 
advice also’ is the title of a pro- 
gram leaflet which will be dis- 
tributed to the feed grain grow- 


djers throughout the county. 


The signup of farmers under 
the 1962 feed grain program will 
take place during the period Feb- 
ruary 5 through March 30. The 
feed grain program for 1962 
crops covers corn and grain sor- 
pan The program signup for 
962-crop winter barley was held 
last fall. 

The chairman listed the fol- 
lowing principal features of the 
1962 corn and grain sorghum 
program: (1) Voluntary participa- 
tion; (2) diversion of not less 
than 20 percent of the base acre- 
age of corn and grain sorghum 
(1959-60 average) as adjusted: (3) 
compliance with the farm’s bar- 
ley feed grain base; (4) compli-

The 1961 income from crops 
and livestock alone is estimated 
at $661 million. This is second to 
the all-time high of $671 million 
in 1953. Livestock and livestock 
products account for 41 per cent 
of this $661 million. 


In figuring the 1961 gross in- 
come economists added to the 
‘income from crops and livestock 
the $107 million value of products 
used at home, farm dwelling rent- 
al values and government pay- 
ments. 


‘Gross farm income for Missis- 
sippi in 1961 is estimated at $767 
milion, compared with $709 mil- 
lion for the five-year average, 
1955-59. Cotton account for about 
49 percent of the 1961 total. 


Gross farm income per farm 
for 1961 in Mississippi is estimat- 
ed at $5,724.. compares to 
$5,253 in 1960 and $3,249 for: the 
fiye-year average, 1955-59. 


{This 1961, income per, farm is 
niine percent. over the 1960 income 
aid 76. percent over the five-year 
average, 1955-59. ` 


“These estimates just completed 
by our Extension Service agricul- 
tural economists are conservative. 
Final figures coyld be somewhat 
higher,” Mr. Shaw stated.

Inter- 
ference through Federal legisla- 
tion in voter qualification is clear- 
ly unconstitution, whether in edu- 
unconstitutional, whether in edu- 
cational or other grounds. 


“We are not proposing to inter- 
fere with the voting qualification 
of any other state, but we do de- 
mand the right to regulate our 
own .in Mississippi without the 
interference of the Federal gov- 
ernment in this field. 


“Let each State continue to de- 
termine the qualifications of its 
voters. This is the mandate of 
the Constitution.”

An 
unfavorable prognosis or prediction should not 
provide, in my view, either legal or moral 
grounds for advising against marriage. 

“The results of biochemical examination of 
their blood and cell enzymes should be made 
available to > prospective parents and the outlook 
for their offspring made quite clear, But ulti- 
mate decision as to marriage should be left to 
the individuals themselves.” 

Dr. Cooke added that genetic defects in the 
husband and wife may also be the cause of 


childlessness. 

Pursuing his line of thought further,
